'Milwaukee, March 27.—"The small- 


pox situation at West Superior is cer- 
tainly serious" said Dr. U. O. Wingate, 
secreatary of the state board of health 
last night, on his return from a con- 
sultation of the health officers of that 
city. 
"The lumber camps are break- 


ing up, and with 'every batch of men 
•that comes in there seems to be at 
last one case of the disease. 


"Even the' local authorities at West 


Superior do not seem .to know how 
many cases that they have. 
Their 


isolation hospital is full, and now the 
lumbermen who are found to have 
the disease are vaccinated, disinfected 


steps which are being taken now it is 
hoped to stamp out he infection. The 
warm weather will help in this and 
we do anticipate serious trouble. 
' "One difficulty that the authorities 
there have is in keeping the rough 
lumbermen within bounds.

'President and Cabinet Have Had a Full 


and Free Consultation—Agree 


To Keep Hands Off. 


Washington, D. C., March 27.—Tfe 


••president and the cabinet hava l;al a 
-lull and free talk over the si.nation 
brought about by Russia's insis'e c; 
that China sign the conventions fjr 
"the transfer temporarily to the Rus- 
sian government of civil and military 
•control-over Manchuria. At tha cabi- 
net meeting Secretary Hay read the 
memorandum which he handed t:> t:ie 
Chinese minister 
in Washington o.i 


February 19, and of which copies had 
'*een transmitted to the powers on 
March 1, enunciating the princ'plj 
that no single power should obtai.i 
"Valuable concessions from China with- 
out the consent of the concert of na- 
tions.
